Palm Springs will have its own hospital in operation Tuesday, 
M arch 12, w ith 35 beds in readiness and w ith a competent staff of 
experienced nurses and doctors on its roster. 


This was the official announce­ 
m ent of H. F. Branton, adm in­ 
istrator, who also declared that 
the hospital rate would be com­ 
patible with those of any hospital 
in m etropolitan areas. Three rates 
will be in effect here, one for

of pay. 
"We w ant 
enum erators who 
w ant to get an honest and thor­ 
ough tabulation of the Village 
population. It m eans m oney for 
the city to get a thorough count, 
m oney based on allocations from 
the state, gasoline tax, in lieu 
tax and so on. 
“In fact, it am ounts to about 
$2.25 per inhabitant.” 
MONEY IS VOTED 
T he 1940 census gave the city's 
population as 3400. During eight 
m onths of th e year the popula­ 
tion is m any tim es that. 
The city, operating on a basis 
of 3400 persons here, m ust serv­ 
ice alm ost 18,000 a large portion 
of th e year. T he special census 
is designed to overcome this in­ 
equality'. 
In his report to city council

Brigadier General W illiam H. 
Tunner, com m anding general of 
th e C ontinental Division of the 
A ir T ransport Command, in re ­ 
ply to a telegraphic query posed 
by William Rashall, staff m em ­ 
ber of the D esert Sun, declared 
th at the arm y air forces w ill re ­ 
tain jurisdiction over the air base 
here for a long tim e to come.

MATTER IS EASED 
As it stan d s now, or at least 
for some tim e to come, as indi­ 
cated in G eneral T unner’s tele­ 
graphic reply, the city will not 
be confronted with a heavy fi­ 
nancial b urden in the operation 
of the field. 
At the sam e time, private and 
comm ercial flying is being per­ 
m itted at th e field by the arm y 
authorities, 
allowing 
planes to 
tak e off an d land there and ob­ 
tain em ergency service. 
M ajor 
air lines 
have 
application now 
pending w ith the 
aeronautical 
authority fo r perm ission to land 
a t the air field and serve Palm 
Springs on coast to coast sched­ 
ules. W estern Air Lines, so far, 
has been th e only flying service 
perm itted to

Christian Science 


Lecture Presented 


At Woman’s Club 


A lecture on Christian Science, 
entitled "The Religion of R eality’' 
w as presented here Sunday by 
Paul A. Harsch, C.S.B. of Toledo, 
m em ber of the Board of L ecture­ 
ship of the M other Church, the 
F irst Church of Christ, Scientist, 
Boston, Mass. 
The lecture w as delivered in 
the W oman’s Club House, 314 So. 
Cahuilla Rd., last Sunday after­ 
noon at 3 o’clock, under the 
auspices of the C hristian Science 
Society of Palm Springs. 
Mr. 
Harsch w as introduced by Mrs. 
Alma G ilbert, second reader of 
the sponsoring Society. 
The lecturer spoke 
substan­ 
tially as follows: 
Religion basically is that which 
concerns our true being. This, of 
course, is the very root of it all. 
Hence genuine religion m ust in­ 
clude all th at relates to true be­ 
ing, and conversely must exclude 
ail that falsely claim s or pretends 
to be a part of true being. A ny­ 
thing calling itself religion, in 
ord er to establish its right to that 
nam e m ust begin at a point of 
absoluteness, th a t is, from the 
basis of one absolute principle, 
and must then continue logically 
to an incontestable conclusion and 
be provable at any stage of its d e­ 
velopm ent. This, of course, is pure 
science. It is also pure and abso­ 
lute religion. 
The teaching of Jesus was pure 
science. His every statem ent, his 
every act, was supported by dem ­ 
onstration—-by proof. It was also 
p u re and absolute religion, for it 
d ealt only and alw ays with th at 
w hich concerned the true being 
of those to whom he m inistered. 
H is teaching was Christian, be­ 
cause it w as Messianic, th at is, 
it— the teaching—was the Saviour, 
th at which saved and healed. Any 
religious teaching to be scientific 
m ust 
follow 
this 
method 
of 
Jesus—it m ust subm it proof. To 
be Christian it m ust also be Mes­ 
sianic, 
healing, 
saving. 
These 
should be the tru e tests of any 
religious teaching that claims for 
itself a divine origin. 
Here a slight digression w ill 
serve to clarify the foregoing and 
at the sam e tim e explain an im ­ 
portant point in the teaching of 
C hristian Science. In the chap­ 
te r 
in 
her 
textbook 
bearing 
th e 
significant 
title 
"Science 
of Being,” Mrs. Eddy, in sim ­ 
ple and direct words, rem oves 
once and for all any question in 
regard to the relationship be­ 
tw een Jesus and the Christ. These 
a re her own w ords (p. 332): 
"Jesus was born of Mary. C hrist 
is the true idea voicing good, the 
divine message from God to m en 
speaking to the hum an conscious­ 
ness.” A few lines farther on she 
says, “Jesus dem onstrated Christ; 
he proved th at Christ is the d i­ 
vine 
idea 
of God — the 
Holy 
Ghost, or Com forter, revealing the 
divine Principle, Love, and lead­ 
ing into all tru th .” 
A gain in 
the 
same 
chapter 
(p. 334) she points out that w hile 
Jesus, the iium an man, disap­ 
peared to the m aterial senses at 
th e tim e of his ascension, "the 
spiritual self, or Christ, continues 
to exist in the eternal order of 
divine Science, taking aw ay the 
sins of the w orld, as the C hrist 
has alw ays done, even before the 
hum an Jesus w as incarnate to 
m ortal eyes.” Because Jesus m an­ 
ifested the C hrist so perfectly he 
has been rightfully accorded the 
title "the C hrist." This C hrist- 
m anifestation or expression of 
God is the Messiah, Immanuel, or 
God with us. 
Once having felt the comforting 
presence of the Christ, one can 
nev er again be quite satisfied or 
w hole or com plete w ithout it. 
Striving ever to rem ain in this 
C hrist-light, as he journeys along 
th e highw ay leading from sense 
to Spirit, the faithful and consci­ 
entious C hristian Scientist finds 
his pathw ay less arduous. It is 
true, of course, th at an over-busy 
m ortal m ind places many ob­ 
stacles in his way. The unreality 
of these obstacles is quickly seen 
in the bright sunshine 
of 
the 
C hrist-truth and they are easily 
surm ounted. Then the real comes 
quickly into view. The miracle to 
sense has occurred. Mrs. Eddy 
describes the process thus (Sci­ 
ence and H ealth, p. 264): “As 
m ortals gain m ore correct views

Failure to exclude such thoughts 
m eans a greater effort to reject 
them later. But to exclude or re ­ 
ject them , or both, is an indis­ 
pensable condition of his advance 
tow ard the realm of the real and 
his eventual realization of his 
true being.

The Ne­ 
groes, who for the most p a rt arc 
the w orkers of our city, a re an 
integral necessity to Palm Springs 
and as such are entitled to a de­ 
cent place in which to live and 
rear their children. A request is 
made to the City Fathers to in­ 
vestigate this situation and take 
constructive action,” he said. 
Following Rev. Wise, the Rev­ 
erend 
W hite of the Riverside 
Baptist church, who is seeking a 
ministry in Palm Springs, gave 
additional facts on the N egro sit­ 
uation here, making a personal 
appeal to those present to initiate 
individual action looking to the 
betterm ent of the race. 
The final talk of the evening 
was given by W arner S. Moon, a 
brief review 
of Em ery Reeves] 
book 'The Anatomy 
of 
Peace’ 
with a plea for world union not 
only for the avoidance of w ar but 
for sheer survival of the hum an 
race.

However, it was through the 
efforts of Bacon that the Palm 
Springs Community hospital is 
now occupying a twh-story build­ 
ing with fire protection sprink­ 
ling system; over 30,000 square 
feet with 63 rooms of large size, 
all but a few with private bath; 
living quarters for the admin­ 
istrator, nurses and technicians, 
well located in the city of Palm 
Springs. The reproduction cost, 
it is estimated, would amount to 
$35,000, together with every type 
of hospital apparatus, equipment 
and supplies required for a 50- 
bed hospital. Current valuation 
would be well in excess of $75,000. 
All of this was secured for the 
hospital association under a lease, 
revocable upon the final dispo­ 
sition of the Torney property. The

Amer­ 
icans have a very distorted idea 
of Russia, her government, and 
her goal—thanks to our sensation­ 
al press. Dr. Hyink thinks it is 
high time we tried to understand 
what she is really like. 
THROUGH UNO 
He traced the growth of the 
present government in Russia and 
said that although she actually 
does not have a purely Com­ 
munistic state at present that is 
the goal towards which her peo­ 
ple are striving. 
The one way in which we can 
be sure of accord with this major 
power is through the United Na­ 
tions Organization, he said, as 
Russia wants a real Internation­ 
alism, and her foreign policy has 
consistently pointed in that di­ 
rection since the beginning of 
Stalin's regime. 
Chairman of the pleasant tea 
hour that followed Dr. Hyink’s 
talk was Mrs. Clarence Simpson.

These operations and 
those in the rest of the world 
will need a continued supply of 
top flight C-54 crews. 
“We intend to keep a servicing 
station at Palm Springs for a 
long time to come, although we 
will not need the big installa­ 
tion which made Palm Springs 
an important part in the war ef­ 
fort. I expect to visit in Palm 
Springs in the near future, and 
will be happy to pay a visit to 
the Desert Sun at that time.

NAME IS CHANGED 
Earlier this week the follow­ 
ing statement was issued on the 
status of the local port: 
The Air Transport Command, 
of which the local army air base 
here is a unit, has been charged 
with a new peace-time mission, 
and its name changed from that 
of the ATC to Air Transport 
Command Continental Division, 
it was announced by Lt. Col. Rex 
Beach, commanding officer here. 
Brigadier General William H. 
Tunner, who established the orig­ 
inal Ferrying Division which 
later became a part of the ATC, 
is again the commander. He just 
returned from a tour of duty in 
India and was there when the 
Germans and later the Japs sur­ 
rendered. 
TASKS OUTLINED 
Th.- peace-time mission of the 
Conti i nlal Division will come 
under the direct command of the 
Army Air Forces, and according 
to General Tunner, will have 
four principal jobs, the ferrying 
of military aircraft, the opera­ 
tion of military cargo schedules; 
the air evacuation of army pa­ 
tients and the extensive training | 
of personnel. The training will ¡ 
prepare crews for ATC’s world-1 
wide operations. 
Most important addition to the I 
responsibilities of the Continen­ 
tal Division will come April 1. 
when it will assume full respon­ 
sibility for the operation of the 
air route to Alaska, providing 
military service to army organ­ 
ization and installations in that 
country. General Tunner early in 
1942 first established this north­ 
west route and the operation lat­ 
er became known as the Alaskan 
Daskan Division. It was over this 
important route that the ATC 
delivered thousands of lcnd- 
lease aircraft, and many thou­ 
sands of tons of material to Rus­ 
sia. 
RAPID TRANSPORTATION 
The Continental Division will 
provide a nucleus for rapid and 
efficient expansion of transport 
facilities in case of national 
emergency, it was declared. 
Plans for permanent location 
of Continental Division head­ 
quarters has not as yet been de­ 
cided. Under consideration at 
present is the ATC base at Mem­ 
phis, Dallas and Topeka.

STATE AID FOR CITY 
Dear Phat: 
Some villagers will be inter­ 
ested in obtaining information 
concerning the distribution of the 
$90,000,000 state appropriation for 
City and County Public Works 
projects. 
Under A.B. 60 the bill recently 
passed by the legislature for this 
purpose, Riverside County and its 
cities will receive a total of $1,­ 
566,813. The allocation for Palm 
Springs is estimated to be $30,­ 
778. The cities’ half of the total 
appropriation, about $45,000,000, 
is to be divided according to 1940 
census figures, or about $9.00 per 
capita. This sum will be available 
on a matching basis, first for im­ 
provement of the sanitary facili­ 
ties and then for streets, bridges, 
schools, storm drains and pub­ 
licly owned water systems. 
There will be distributed to the 
counties about $45,000,000. Each 
county first is allocated $100,000. 
The remaining portion is based 
upon a formula determined by 
rural population and road mile­ 
age. Riverside County with its 
large total highway mileage is 
especially favored by this divi­ 
sion. For our county $522.240 is 
available for road improvement 
as determined by the supervisors 
with state approval. $469,703 is al­ 
located for county projects in 
which there is a state interest 
such as county hospital and sani­ 
tariums, detention homes, schools, 
sewage facilities, sanitation fa­ 
cilities, flood control, fire protec­ 
tion and prevention facilities. 
A new State Public Works 
Board will approve all project ap­ 
plications after determining that 
the construction of such project 
will contribute to the prevention 
or alleviation of unemployment 
and that at least fifty per cent of 
the cost is to be paid by a local 
government agency. 
Your State Assemblyman be­ 
lieves that Riverside County is to 
receive a just portion of the $90,­ 
000,000 distribution of state funds. 
I also am anxious to cooperate 
with all local government agen­ 
cies in their contacts with the 
state in order to smooth out any 
difficulties which may arise in 
the service of their applications.

THE COLORADO RIVER 
AQUEDUCT 


(Part One) 


In 
driving 
down 
to 
Palm 
Springs through Beaumont and 
Barfning, one sees what looks like 
a dirt road mid-way up the north 
slopes of the San Gorgonio Pass 
foothills. This scar, which is vis­ 
ible in some places and not in 
others, is really not a road but 
the famous Colorado River Aque­ 
duct, w here it comes out of Mo­ 
, rongo Valley, skirts the south 
I flank 
of 
the San 
Bernardino 
Mountains, cuts across the Pass 
near the little town of Cabazon, 
and enters the San Jacinto Moun­ 
tains in a thirteen mile tunnel. 
This long 275 million dollar aque­ 
duct stretches clear from Parker 
Dam on the Colorado River all 
the way across southern Cali­ 
fornia to the Los Angeles area, a 
distance 
of nearly 
400 miles, 
across rugged desert mountains 
and wide sandy stretches of arid 
wasteland. 
Its course 
roughly 
parallels the imaginary boundary 
between the two California des­ 
erts: the Mojave and the Colo­ 
rado. 


OWENS RIVER NOT ENOUGH 


The first question raised by the 
curious in regard to this great 
project is: Why was it ever built? 
Doesn't Los Angeles get enough 
water from the Owens Vtalley 
Aqueduct, which taps that great 
drainage basin of 
the 
eastern 
High Sierras to the north? Then 
why 
build 
another 
expensive 
canal? 
In the first place, the water ob­ 
tained from the Owens Valley 
area was variable in amount, and 
occasional droughts seriously im ­ 
perilled the entire Los Angeles 
area in the past. In other words, 
even under favorable conditions, 
the w ater from this source alone 
could not be relied upon. 
Second, the water which did 
flow from this northern region 
supplied only the city of Los A n­ 
geles itself, and no others. Where 
were m any of 
the 
contiguous 
cities going to secure their water? 
Besides, Los Angeles was contin­ 
uing to grow at such an alarming 
rate that soon even the Owens 
River Aqueduct alone would be 
inadequate. 
That was the problem, then. 
All of these several cities spring- 
ihg up almost overnight, and no 
sure plentiful source of needed 
water. 
So, in 1923, a group of thirteen 
interested cities, 
including Los 
Angeles, grouped themselves to 
form w hat was later called the 
Metropolitan Water District, and 
bonds were raised to finance the 
costly endeavor. These cities in­ 
cluded Anaheim, Beverly Hills, 
Burbank, 
Compton, 
Fullerton, 
Glendale, Long Beach, Pasadena, 
Sun Marino, Santa Ana, Santa 
Monica, and Torrance. Construc­ 
tion was actually begun in 1939. 
As it turned out, the Aqueduct 
was just completed when we en­ 
tered the war, and, due in a great 
measure to this copious supply of 
water, Los Angeles and the sur­ 
rounding cities were enabled to 
mushroom, as one war industry 
after another sprang into being. 
Without 
the 
Colorado 
River 
Aqueduct, this would have been 
virtually impossible. 


MUCH WATER NEEDED 


Few people realize how much 
water is required each day to 
keep the average individual alive 
and in a healthy state. One drinks 
relatively little water, only about 
one ton of it a year, someone 
estimated. But a very great deal 
more is needed to grow the food 
you eat, to provide for baths and 
washing, and for a hundred other 
insignificant things that we all 
take for granted now. In fact, 
Mr. Elder has stated that it takes 
about tw enty tons of water daily 
to keep a civilized adult in the 
style of life to which we are ac­ 
customed here in Southern Cali- 


Cactus Talk Is 
Presented at 
Museum Session 


Explaining how the bees which 
are nocturnal and frequent the 
night-blooming 
cereus, 
have 
much larger eyes than the regu­ 
lar dry-flying wild bees, Prof. T. 
D. A. Cockerell last week pre­ 
sented a general talk on cacti as 
one of the regular series of Wed­ 
nesday night discussions in the 
Desert Museum. The cactus is a 
New World plant entirely, the 
Professor pointed 
out, 
and the 
species now found in Australia, 
Africa, and Ceylon were intro­ 
duced at an early date and not 
native to those areas. 
Arizona, 
perhaps, has more kinds of cacti 
than any other state. 
To illustrate 
the 
talk, Mrs. 
Cockerell showed special movies 
loaned by the University of Ari­ 
zona. These 
included 
some re­ 
markable time-lapse pictures of 
the night-blooming cereus as the 
beautiful blossoms unfolded after 
dark. Another 
reel 
in Koda- 
chrome showed the great variety 
of colors in cactus blossoms. 


fornia! That almost seems hard 
to believe, but it’s true. 
The first step, after all the tedi­ 
ous preliminary 
surveying and 
mapping had been completed, and 
this involved some 25,000 square 
miles of desert terrain, was to 
start immediate construction of 
the new dam on the 
Colorado 
River, the dam that would even­ 
tually be the direct source of all 
this badly-needed water. 


PARKE RDAM 


A site near the town of Parker, 
150 miles below Boulder Dam, 
was finally decided upon. Parker 
lies just below the mouth of the 
Bill Williams River of Arizona, 
an important tributary of the Col­ 
orado; thus a dam at this spot 
would help curb floods below 
stream. At the point where this 
new dam, officially named Parker 
Dam, was to be erected, the river 
was only 350 feet wide, with pre­ 
cipitous walls on either 
bank. 
Bedrock was found to be 233 feet 
below the original bed of the 
river, so that a great amount of 
excavation, nearly two million 
cubic yards of dirt, had to be 
done before the dam itself could 
be begun. For this reason, Parker 
Dam may be considered to be the 
deepest dam in the world! 
Parker Dam was finally com­ 
pleted on July 1, 1938 at a cost 
of seven million dollars. It is 800 
feet high with a radius of 315 
feet; it is 50 feet thick at the top, 
100 feet at the base. The reser­ 
voir which filled up behind it 
was named Lake Havasu, and by 
the 15th of November that same 
year, this lake had reached its 
maximum depth. Its elevation is 
440.5 
feet. 
In 
capacity, 
Lake 
Havasu contains nearly 25,000 
acres of water, and forms an im­ 
portant link in the chain of dams 
now harnessing the 
belligerent 
Colorado River, so that no longer 
can disastrous floods inundate 
large areas of the Colorado Des­ 
ert as they once did.

Skink, Tree Frog, 
Added To Museum 
Live Zoo Exhibits 
Among the new additions to 
the small exhibit of live local 
animal-life last week were add­ 
ed a Skilton’s Skink and a Tree 
Frog, both captured at Dripping 
Springs by Morris Silverman 
and Miseha Dolnicoff of Berkel­ 
ey. The Skink is a remarkable 
looking lizard with shiny scales 
and a cobalt blue tail. The Tree 
Frog, often miscalled a Toad, has 
peculiar suction-discs on the tip 
of each digit, and can climb up 
a glass surface without effort. 
Another 
sidewinder 
rattle­ 
snake was brought to the Mu­ 
seum, this one captured by Lily 
Mike, local Indian, who captured 
it on the sandy desert near here. 
It should be pointed out, the 
Museum's director, Mr. Smith, 
added, that rattlers are just now 
beginning to emerge from hiber­ 
nation, due to the advent of hot 
weather, so that a reasonable 
amount of caution should be ob­ 
served in hiking about. 
A wolf spider was brought in 
last week. It was placed in the 
same bottle as the other one on 
display and promptly devoured 
its jar-mate! The live tarantula, 
which has been eliciting so much 
interest in the past month, died. 
It is difficult to keep these large 
harmless spiders more than a 
few months in captivity. 
A new record of occurrence for 
the Western Worm Snake .call­ 
ed by the biologist Leptotyphlops 
hunulis) was made when Silver­ 
man and Dolincoff captured one 
in Tahquitz canyon. This little 
snake, but four inches long, and 
with all the appearances of be­ 
ing a worm, has a sharp-pointed 
tail and emits an obnoxious­ 
smelling liquid when molested. It 
is perfectly harmless. The speci­ 
men was taken by the young men 
back to Berkeley to be deposit­ 
ed there in the Museum of Ver­ 
tebrae Zoology. It had been re­ 
ported from surrounding locali­ 
ties before, but this is the first 
record from Palm Springs itself.

W hat has happened that all these essential build­ 
ing materials are lacking? Have we exhausted raw 
m aterial supply? Or plant production? 


NO! 
But the irresistible force of industry has 
run into an immoveable body! 


In the case of Brick and Tile, for example, it took 
the OPA six months to grant a price adjustm ent 
that allowed 125 of 400 closed plants to reopen. 
This action resulted in a 35% increase in produc. 
tion within the following three months. 


Similarly, 
OPA’s 
unrealistic 
pricing 
policies 
blocked adequate production of Gypsum board and 
lath, cast iron soil pipe, and clay sewer pipe for 
months. 


Although price adjustments have been granted 
in the above-mentioned fields, lumber production 
still remains under wartim e pricing formulas. 


It is still more profitable for the lumber mill to 
cut items for export to foreign countries, or to cut 
logs into sizes used by industry than it is to m anu­ 
facture lum ber for home construction.

siding, and plywood. 


Recommendations have been made to the OPA 
repeatedly, but action is not forthcoming. 


The Building Industry stands ready to build the 
homes Americans need. 
But until the production 


and flow of materials is unblocked by OPA, thou­ 


sands upon thousands of homes for Americans and 


veterans will go unbuilt! 


Any government program that does not FIRST 
remove the obstacles blocking production of materials 
will simply add additional difficulties to the problem 
facing the building industry.
